But every 
one of these fifty householders has a plumb- 
er’s bill fn process of making, simply because 
the water and Hight company is pumping ar- 
tesian water from an Oak: Park reservoir 
into the western edge of. Chicago. 

According to Austin plumbers this Oak 
Park water costs every Austin householder 
an unnecessary plumber’s bill averaging $12 
a year, and yet at the-same time the Austin 
resident is charged three times as much for 
thie water service as is the average Chicago 
resident who gets city water. Some Austin 
people are refusing to pay. ; . 

The present situation dates back to April 
22 last, when the Chicago Council passed an 


to supply water to such patrons-az. live in- |. 
side the city Hmits, charging ne more than r 
the city’s rates for that service. Accepting + 
this ordinance, Austin citizens attempted to 
settle with the company at 10 cents a thou- 
sand feet, instead of the 30-cent rate, with 
25 per cent discount, as charged by the com- 
pany. The company refused to accept and a 
petition was prepared asking that the courts 
enjoin the water company from shutting off 
the supply to such persons as had made the 
tender under the ordinance. 

In court the water company made answer 
holding that it could not be bound by a 
Chicago ordinance. Further than that, it 
was willing to leave the matter in statu quo 
until such time as a test case might be made. 

In the meantime, however, only a handful 
of Austin residents are exempt from water 
tax, while none escapes the plumber’s bills, 


Lime in Artesian Water. 

Artesian water, harder than the hearts 
of the directing force in the Oak Park com- 
pany, is responsible for this. Water fronts 
in kitchen ranges, which cost $3 apiece, and 
which cost, perhaps, $3.50 for coupling to a 
kitchen tank, have to be replaced within 
three months, Or, if left until the service 
pipes between stove and tank are choked 
with lime deposits, the whole water front 
may explode, tearing a stove to pieces. 

‘*‘ As a plumber, I have been asked why I 
should object to Oak Park water,” said an 
Austin shopkeeper. ‘‘ For one thing, it is 
because I’m an Austin resident; for another, 
because I don’t like to have dissatisfied cus- 
tomers. We have drilled out pipes often 

til they seemed free. When coupled up a 

mp of lime has dropped back into a joint 
somewhere, gathered more lime ta itself, and 
choked pipes again within three weeks. 

** Persons who use lake water cannot rea- 
lize what this water means to Austin. A 
furnace, built to heat a tank in the kitchen, 
is fitted with three-quarter inch pipe in the 
city; here we put tn one and one-half inch 
pipes, and these, on an average, have to be 
taken out twice a year. Few water fronts 
in kitchen ranges will go through the winter 
without filling up. 

**In Austin we have had Oak Park water 
for eleven years. In that time I think every | 
kitchen tank has had to tte replaced, not 
only because of the lime but because of the 
eating out of the tops of these tanks, due to 
some element in the water. A bwiler costs 
$9, with $3 or more for putting in, and lots 


Hope for City Water. 

Among the Austin citizens who have ceased 
paying water tax to the Oak Park company 
are A. C. Stevens, A. J. Ledgerwood, and 
F. E. Pray. 

‘IT am hopfmg for city water in the end,” 
said Mr. Pray. ‘‘ At the best we have out- 
grown the capacities of the Oak Park com- 
pany. In the Reat of summer the service here 
is inadequate, and this last season it had to 
be supplemented by the pumping of city wa- 
ter from a main at Fifty-second avenue.” 

Attorney Abbott, who owns flat property 
in Austin, has experienced to the full the 
trials that come of using lime water in heat- 
ers. His plumbers’ bills have been one of the 
main items in repair accounts. He says that 
as far as the water from the Oak Park reser- 
voir is concerned he is satisfied that it is } 
free from organic matter, but at the same 
time he thinks city water would be prefer- 
able. 

Putting in Stubs at $17 to $21. 

In the meantime the Chicago Suburban 
Water and Light company is putting in 
water stubs in South boulevard ahead of the 
pavers and charging from §17 for a five- 
eighth-inch pipe to $21 for a one-inch line— 
a charge that is said to make even a Chicago 
plumber stare.

CONVICT HONT STILL ON 


THREE MORE FUGITIVES FROM 
LEAVENWORTH CAPTURED. 


Only Fourteen Men Who Escapea from 
} the United States Military Prison 


Now at Liberty — May Succeed in 
Readhing the Indian Territory Be- 
fore Being Discovered — Thompson, 
the Negro Leader, Reported te Re 
Wounded at Tonganoxie, Kas, 


Kansas City, Mo., Nov. 9.—Armed guards, 
aided at many pointe by farmers, today cap- 
tured three more eonvicts and kept up an 
unceasing search in the woods and on the 
highways in the country between Leaven- 
worth, Kansas City, and the Kansas River 
for the remaining fugitives from the federal 
prison at Fort Leavenworth. Twelve have 
been captured thus far, leaving fourteen still 
at large. The men taken today were: Gue 
Parker and David Grayson, white prisoners 
sent up for five years each for burglary and 
larceny, who were captured three miles north 
of Lawrence, Kas.; and James Wilson, col- 
ored, also a five-year larceny convict, who 
was arrested on the outskirts of Leaven- 
worth, etill wearing his shackles, 


Negro Leader Reported Wounded. 

Frank Thompson, the negro leader and 
originator of the outbreak, was reported 
wounded and captured south of Tonganoxie, 
Kas., but this report is believed to be untrué. 

Wilson was found two miles out from the 
business district of Leavenworth this mora- 
jug. He had been hiding in the woods since 
Wednesday afternoon, unable to travel fast 
because of his shackles, and was forced 
from cover by hunger. 

Parker and Grayson were encountered oa 
the railroad track at Midland, Kas., this 
afternoon by Dave Lewis, a farmer. Par- 
ker carried a revolver, but threw it away 
and both surrendered meekly and permitted 
Lewis to lead them into Lawrence. 

Three parties of deputies that went out 
during the day to locate different batches 
of convicts supposed to have been surround- 
eid by farmers, two going from Lawrence 
and one from Leavenworth, returmed at 
dark empty handed. | 


Fourteen Still at Large. | 

It is believed that the fourteen convicts 
still at large have broken up into twos an¢ 
threes and scattered to avoid attracting at- 
tention, and this may aid them in getting 
away. It is now possible that some of thew 
may get into the Indian Territory before 
morning. 

As fast as the men are captured they are 
returned to the penitentiary and placed in 
solitary confinement. The condition of the 
guards shot at the outbreak is finally de- 
termined, and the convicts will be charged 
with the added crimes of conspiracy to kill 
their guards, and with murder if that charge 
can be placed properly. The bodies of Quinn, 
Huffman, and Poffenholz will be buried in 
the prison grounds. 


DIPLOMATS VISIT LI’S BODY. 


Unusual Honors Are Paid to Dead 
Statesman—Great Men of China 
Show Respect. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PEKIN, Nov. 9.—The diplomatic corps 
made an Official visit to the Yamen, where 
Li Hung Chang's body lies, today, and pre- 
sented their condolences, according to the 
Chinese custom. 

Chinese soldiers lined the streets near the 
Yamen, and the great crowds which gathered 
in the streets and about the Yamen were 
perfectly orderly. All the city officials re- 
ceived the Ministers in the outer court, 

The coffin was in a spacious inner court, 
temporarily roofed. It rested on an altar 
behind a screen, and had over it a royal 
pall, conferred by the Emperor's command, 
an honor heretofore bestowed only on mem- 
bers of the imperial family. Many Buddhist 
priests were in attendance. There were 
rows of tables bearing offerings of food 
amounting to several tons, and piles of paper 
money. Candles and incense were burned 
about the coffin. 

Li Hung Chang’s two sons stood near the 
casket, attired in sackcloth. Before the 
screen was a cushion where the Chinese 
callers made prostrations. The Ministers, 
re stepped forward singly and bowed 
ow. 

The dean of the diplomatic corps read an 
address of sympathy, to which the oldest 
son of the deceased statesman replied in 
Chinese, the youngest son interpreting his 
words into English. 

The scene about the Yamen was pictur- 
esque. Hundreds of officials were present 
in their robes of office. Mounted retainers 
- arriving daily from all parts of the prov- 
nee.

ly labor, can never hope to compete. 

“It is recognized by intelligent Germans 
that in future industrial and trade competi- 
tions that fine composite product of Ameri- 
can racial qualities, institutions, and 
methods, the workingman who thinks, will, 
in combination with our unequaled resources; 
turn the scale in favor of the United States. 


"Every step of American progress and 
development is watched and studied with the

Said by Loaners That Not a Cent 
Was Paid on the $14,000 — 
Headquarters. 


BILLS FOR REPAIRS PENDING. 


Affidavit was made before Judge O. H. 
Horton yesterday that George K. Hoover 
and the American Home Finding association 
had been occupying a $14,000 house for the 
last year without having paid a cent for it. 
The place hae been sold for taxes. Charles 
H. Lutz was made receiver of the Home 
Finding association on petition of Attorney 
George 8S. Foster, who made the affidavit. 

Attorney Foster showed that the place, 
which is at Sixty-ninth street and Vernon 
avenue, was deeded to the Home Finding 
association on Oct. 10, 1900, by James H. 
Christian. It was taken subject to a mort- 
gage held by the Deering Building and Loan 
association for $8,000. 


Says Nothing Is Paid. 

Mr. Foster stated that nothing had been 
id on the mortgage, which his client, the 
ng company, held, and that in addi- 
tion the place had been sold for taxes. He 
showed bills for repairs on the house, made 
in the last year, on which nothing had been 

paid. 

In order fo settle these claims on the 
property he asked the appointment of a re- 
ceiver. He said that either his client or Mr. 
Christian would lose by the transaction not 
only the year’srent but a sum in cash rep- 
resenting the repairs. 

The Deering Building and Loan associa- 
tion is conducted for the benefit of employés 
of the Deering company. Occasionally there 
is a surplus of funds, which is loaned on 
real estate or other securities. The mortgage 
on the property was taken when it was held 


‘by Mr. Christian.

BERLIN, Nov. 9.—Considerable attention 
is attracted here by ‘a pamphlet just pub- 
lished by Baron von Edelsheim, an officer. in 
the chief general staff of the German army, 
in which he declares that Germany could 
throw 100,000 men on the aa coast with- 
in a short time. 

The Baron puts torwase his statement as

Sir Henry Irving enjoyes, in

him the honor of knighthood, gave him pre- 
cedence over all untitled people, no matte 
how biue thefr blood, who did not happen to 
be the children of peers of the realm.

Indeed, at Munich alone there are 
no less than nine officers of the rank of Cap- 
tain and of Major of the reserve forces who 
earn their living on the stage, but who by 
reason of their military status are “ hof- 
faehig ’’—that ‘is, qualified for admission to 
court, and who appear at court festivities 
arrayed in the regimentals of their corps, 
their breasts often covered with well-earned 
decorations. 

There are in Germany alone no less than 
120 scions of houses of the old aristocracy 
who are obtaining a livelihood before the 
footlights without any loss of caste or social 
consideration. Every rank of the nobility is 
represented among them, from Princes down 
to Barons, and while in some cases they 
figure on the program under assumed names, 
in many instances they boldly retain both 
their patronymic and their title. 

Formerly, it is true, there was a certain 
amount of prejudice against the dramatic 
profession in Germany, and when some thirty 
years ago Prince Paul of Thurn and Taxis 
announced his determination of going on the 


stage, a number of his relatives, including the 


chief of his house, insisted that he shou:d 
abandon his name and titles and content him- 
self with mere bourgewise rank. The matter 
was referred to King Louis II., who declined 
to see anything dishonorable in the act of 
joining the dramatic profession. The King 
deciared that he could find no reason why the 
Prince should give up his prerogatives of 
birth merely because he was becoming an 
actor, and when in spite of this the Prince 
eventually yielded to the wishes of his fam- 
ily and assumed the name of “* Paul Fels,”’ the 
King immediately proceeded to create him a 
Baron in order to emphasize the fact that 


“he did not “regard the profession of an 


actor as otherwise than one which was highly 
honorable.’”” Baron von Fels married an 
actress and became one of the most popular 


actors of southern Germany, retaining the . 


good will of the public until his death before 
the footlights only a few years ago. 

In addition to those actors and actresses 
who are noble and titled by birth and in- 


heritance there are many more who have 


been ennobled by the various sovereigns of 
Germany in token of admiration, among the 
best known being probably the Berlin actor, 
Chevalier von Haase, and who was knighted 
by old Emperor William, and the Chevalier 
von Sonnenthal, who was created a noble by 
Emperor Francis Joseph.

OFFICER DIES IN A DUBL 


GERMAN KILLED AFTER APOLOGY 
HAD BEEN REJECTED. | 


Lieutenant Blaskowits Strikes an Army 
| Friend While Intoxicated — Blow 
Made the Pretext for a Challenge— 
Men Meet on Field of Honor and 
Blaskowits Is Fatally Wounded— 
Affair Creates Intense Excitement in 
-Berlin—Reichstag May Investigate. 


BERLAN, Nov. 9.—In a duel at Insterburg, 
East Prussia, Lieutenant Blaskowitz of the 
army was killed by Lieutenant Hildebrand, 
also of the army. The military officials have 
not yet made a statement:of the facts in'the 
case, but the’ National Zeitung has obtained 
an authoritative account of the meeting, 
which is as follows: 

Lieutenants Hildebrand and- Rassm 
met Lieutenant Blaskowitz going home one 
night in a state of intoxication, carried him 
to a spot near his residence, and left him 
there. They returned to the spot later, how- 
ever,, and found Blaskowitz crouching, 


him and get him upon his feet. 

Blaskowitz, being ignorant of the identity 
of the two men who were endeavoring to 
assist him, struck right and left in his semi- 
somnolent state, and hit Lieutenant Hilde- 
brand. The latter comsidered himself in- 
sulted by the blow received, and reported 
the affair to the court of honor, which de- 
cided that a duel was unavoidable, where- 
upon Lieutenant Hildebrand challenged 
Lieutenant Blaskowitz. 

The latter, however, unconscious of what 
had eccurred while he was intoxicated, went 
to Eylau the next day to attend a party held 
at the house of a young woman whom he was 
to marry on the following day. Whena tele- 
gram recalling him to meet Hildebrand was 
received, Blaskowitz wanted to settle the 
matter with an apology, but the highest offl- 
‘cers of the brigade and division sanctioned 
the finding of the court of honor that a duel 
was necessary, and it ended in the manner ai- 
ready detailed.

Well-Known Sculptors and Painters Ex- 
hibit Works at Show with Those 
of Hawkers.

HE reason for the alleged decadence of comic opera 
in this country is because there have been but few 
genuine comic operas. 

The stage today is filled with a score of so-called 
comic operas which are nothing more nor less than 
musical comedies. The music, which frames a trivial 
and inconsequential story, is equally inane, and sel- 
dom is there a single melody carried away in the 
memory of the auditor. The extravagant incidents 
which make the alleged story do not call for the serv- 
ices of a singer or actor, and buffoons gyrate wildly 
through them, standing on their heads and twisting 
their legs in fantastic dances, while alleged singers 
regale their audiences with sadly worn voices in such 
| melodies as “Sew a Button on Papa’s Trousers.” 

The mere success of such horse-play and alleged singing does not pred- 
leate a decline of comic opera. It only exemplifies what I have stated before, 
that composers do not write and librettists fail to construct consistent 


HE school system of the United States has been pro- 
pounced the most complete, the most elastic, and 
the most perfect system of education existing— 
evolved in answer to the peculiar needs and conditions 
‘éf the Western Hemisphere.

between 1861 and 1870 the immigration from that country was 0.4 per cent,

Like a joke which once repeated becomes stale and soon forgot- 
ten, the average musical entertainment lasts but a season. 

Genuine comic opera may be compared to its parallel of the dramatic 
stage. The romantic play, if full of dramatic heart interest and adhering 
to certain established forms, will live forever; for in its structure are bal- 
anced and adjusted nicely the elements of love, romance, and comedy, never 
obtruding, but adjuncts in the complete development of the opera. 

During my many years’ experience in management and singing I have 
been connected with a great many comic opera productions, and the ones 
which failed to please were lacking in the adjustment of the elements I have 
quoted. The best proof of the nén-success of this flimsy material is shown 
where they are exploited on the French and German stages. There thef 
are utter failures. It is my firm belief that we shall soon have a revival 
of several good comic operas, for young composers and writers must ‘have 
their chance, and the more ambitious of them will strike it. 

_ Of course, the light operas recently brought out by the younger school 
of Italian writers have been overladen with leit motifs and have carried the 
burden of Wagnerian influence in their scores. Melody pure and simple is

schools. It will be neither a high school, nor a manual training school, nor 
a trade school, It will not be a high school, since the oulture element will be 
subordinate to practical technical training. Manual training, as this term 
is now understood, will not be taught, although the excellencies of this 
braneh of study are recognized. Instead of a general instruction in using 
tools or designing things, the following practical subjects will be taught; pat- 
tern making, forging, foundry and machine shop practice, It will not be a 
trade school, however, asits activity is not limited to the teaching of one par- 
ticular trade, but embodies initscurriculum such studies as will enable a 


_ young man not merely to carry on his business, but will also give him the 


knowledge necessary for good citizenship and the culture demanded by the 
standard of life of the large middle class. In the technical high school a boy 
should be able to fit himself forindustrial pursuits and a girl should receive 
instruction in the “ home making arts.< Instruction should be practicad and 


fruitful of immediate results. All the courses, therefore, should lead toward 


specific employment. 

Heretofore the foremaninthe factory, the draftsman in the architect's 
office, the contractor, the stationary engineer, as well as many others in the 
ranks of the skilled workmen received their training during the years of ap- 
prenticeship while doing practical work as the exigencies of the day de- 
manded. As much astime and strength allowed and ambition prompted they 
endeavored to pick up such information and culture as a course in a night 
school could give, or as conversation with better educated men or newspaper 
reading and chance opportunity would afford. At best it was a hard struggle, 
and due appreciation of economic, social, and professional values was often 
gained by too many sactfifices and the loss of years in unnecessary experi- 
menting. | 

Many a man or a woman perfectly familiar with the three “ Rs” of pri- 
mary education never mastered the two “ Rs ” of secondary education—range 
and readiness. While high school courses will give range, which is “ the ap- 
perception of a large number of facts of different character,” they may fail to 
impart readiness and mastership in one pursuit or study. This must be ac- 


it

unspoiled by civilization. Everybody knows that the Hawaiians love the 
water, and are able to swim before they can walk.

Right here!” and a closer inspection shows that outraged civilization has in- 
sisted upon clothing the young savages in bathing suits. It is weil, perhaps, 


- that the awakening should come so early in the day—the fact could not be dis- 


guised as soon asthe visitor lands. Honolulu is a typical American town, 
with American houses and stores, though possibly with more trees in the gar- 
dens than in America—and as itis with Honolulu, so it is in varying degree 
with the other towns in the island s. 

The old customs and habits of the Hawaiians are dying out faster evens 
than the race itself. It is unusual to find a real Hawaiian grass house on the 
Island of Kabulawi, though there are a fair number on the larger islands as 
yet. The grass houses are being replaced by wooden frame houses of orthodox 
shape and construction. The change is cettainly not artistic, nor is it much 
more comfortable or suitable to the climate. However, the grass hut has 
passed so completely that there is to be a specimen erected in the Bishop 
Museum in Honolulu to enable people to learn how the old houses looked. 

Two features of old Hawaii will probably remain until the end. One is 
the native generosity to absolute strangers—a generosity which has been con- 
sistently abused by foreigners since the earliest times. An Hawaiian gives 


more strained, and it is not a wonder that many children and not a few 
mothers are sacrificed annually on the altar of medieval ignorance, carried 
into modern times as unreasoning prejudice. 


Once in a while the woman cannot leave her home, but when finally the 


prejudice against the hospital idea is gone such cases will be rare indeed. 
The poor woman has usually more reason for staying at home than has her 


affluent sister, as she is the center of a family, perhaps not too firmly held to- 
gether, and her absence for a few weeks may cause a separation of the mem- 
bers for longer time than would be Wise, but these conditions may be obviated. 
An obstetric case is a surgical case, and the same protection that is thrown 
around one should be given the other. Indeed, the obstetric case should re- 
ceive more care, because two lives, mother and child, are concerned, 

During the year 1900 29,568 births were registered in Chicago. In the 
same twelve months 258 deathsof mothers were recorded. This shows that 
one monther in 115 cases dies. Granted that all the births are not reported, 
the per cent of deaths will again be reached when one addsin all the deaths 
at this time that are sent in under another diagnosis, Make the greatest al- 
lowance for errors, common to Statistics, and say there is one death in 308, 
or even one dgath in 800, is not this mortality too great if it can be avoided 7— 
and it may be.

It is interesting to know how many of the 19,115,221 immigrants coming 
to this country since 1821 are now living. The recent census, by its classifica- 
tion of population into native and foreign born, answers the question, and we 
find that of the total number of immigrants 54.7 per cent were living in June, 
1900. In 1880 62 per cent ofthe whole number of immigrants at that date 
were living, while in 1850 44.4 per cent were still in existence, ; 

The distribution of the foreign born from an industrial point of view can- 


not be stated for the last census, as the classification of occupation is not yet 


ready, but in 1890, of the totalnumber of persons engaged in agriculture, 
12.87 per cent were foreigners; in manufactures, 31.64 per cent; in mining, 
50.51 per cent; in domestic and personal service, 32.99 per cent; in trade and 
transportation, 21.78 per cent; and in all other occupations, 14.89 per cent of 
the total engaged were foreigners. Taking all the occupations in the country 
together, it is found that 22.91 per cent of all the persons engaged were of for- 
eign birth. These figures show that the chief concentration is employment in 
connection with manufactures, mining, and domestic and personal service. 

During the year ending on June 30, 1900, the total number of immigrants 
was 448,572. Of this number, 2,392 belonged to the professional! class, 61,443 
were skilled laborers, 163,508 were laborers, while 134,941, including women 
and children, had no specified occupation. : 

The distribution of our immigrants from a religious point of view cannot 
be stated with statistical accuracy, because the census asks no questions rel- 
ative to the theological beliefs of the people, but taking the sources from 
which immigrants come as a basis for a rough estimate, it is quite safe to say 
that our immigrants have been quite equally divided between the Catholic and 
Protestant faiths. If there is any preponderance over one-half it is on the 
side of the Protestants. ; 


the desideratum in comic opera, and if the ballads are convincing, the 
concerted passages and finales not overloaded with orchestral gewgaws, 
there is every reason to believe that the public will respond. It may be as- 
sumed that it is more difficult to get a success on the lyric than on the dra- 
matic stage, for the efforts of both the story and music writer must be 
deftly balanced.

Examining the statistics offered by the different reports of school super- 
intendents it is interesting to note that on an average only one-third or one- 
fourth of all the pupils enrolled in the grammar grades enter the public hight 
schools or private institutions of secondary education. On the opening day 
of the Chicago public schools the enrollment was divided among the different 
divisions as follows: High schools, 8.545; grammar schools, 60,000; primary 
schools, 126,500. Furthermore, the reports of high school superintendents 
show that about one-third of all the students enrolled leave during or at the 
end of the first year. Of the remaining students about one-fifth leave dur- 
ing or at the end of the second year, and another fraction at the end of the 
third year, so that only about one-third of the original number of students who 
entered the high schools graduate. 

Why do so few students enter the high schools? And why do more than 
one-half of these students leave the high school during the first two years? 
Certainly often for various reasons not to be attributed to our educational 
system. But it cannot be denied that many do not enter, or leave soon 
after entering, because the subject-matter is not well suited to their needs. To 
supply just such subject-matter should be the aim of the technical high 
school. It should attract all children who cannot afford to spend four addi- 
tional years of general study ina high school, and who are yet desirous of con- 
tinuing the studies they like and understand, thus preparing themselves better 
for practical pursuits. It should relieve the high school of students who

During the same year, 1900,in this city 2,144 children failed to see the 
light of day and 1,770 more died a short time after birth, a total of 3,914 in 
29,568 births—that is, 13 per cent of all children die in a few hours. This is 
not accurate, because not all the births are recorded, while the deaths all 
are, but the figures show an enormous infant death rate, to check which 
something ought to be done.

Enough has been said to show that childbirth at present is not as pe 
fectly normal and safe as it is usually considered, but that there are many 
dangers.

BERLIN, Nov. 9.—Germany has rung with 
anti-Chamberlain, and such expressions as 
“liar” have been used to express popular 
opinion of the British Colonial Secretary. 
These meetings had been confined hitherto 
to students and -yeterans’ societies, but a 
conference of the Thuringian pastors’ s0- 
cieties has decided to invite the Protestant 
clergymen throughout Germany to make a 
common protest against the utterances of 
the British Colonial Secretary at Edinburg 
on Oct. 25, when he referred to the conduct 
of the German troops during the Franco- 
Prussian war of 1870-'71. 

Students’ meetings were held this week at 
the Berlin, Leipzig, Tuebingen, Jena, and 
other universities. The Leipzig meeting was 
held in response to a call sent out by the. 
rector of the university. 
voted to petition the Imperial Chancellor, 
Count von Biilow, to instruct the German 
Ambassador at London to demand satisfac- 
tion for the insult. 


Violent Language Is Used. 
The students of Breslau University have | 
issued a call, couched in highly indignant 
terms, for a meeting to take place on Nov. 
At all the meetings the speakers used 
violent language, and all the published calls 
are hotly worded. 
The Leipzig Veterans’ league has declined 
to issue a call for a meeting, taking the 
ground that it is useless to become excited 
over Mr. Chamberlain, “‘ since he is known 
to be the commonest kind of a liar.”’ 

The newspapers are beginning to warn the 
people from different standpoints, however, 
that the matter is being overdone, some of 
them claiming that Mr. Chamberlain is too 
far beneath German contempt for anything 
which he may say to be looked upon as an 
insult to the soldiers of Germany. 


May Strain Present Relations. 
Others say that the excitement will result 
in a further straining of the relations between | 
Germany and Great Britain. The Vorwaerts | 
considers the present movement to be ridic-

VANIA BOYS EASY PREY. 


Cambriag@” Eleven Has Things All Its 
Own Way from the Start and Piles

Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 9%.—[Special.]— 
Pennsylvania's football team touched bot- 
tom this afternoon, when it was defeated by 
Harvard by a score of 33 to 6 Football at 
the University of Pennsylvania has been 
in the depths for the last four years, but it 
remained for this game with Harvard tu 
show just how far the once mighty has 
fallen. 

When football relations were resumed be- 
tween the crimson and the red and blue in 
1898 Harvard defeated what was considered 
an especially weak Pennsylvania team at 
Cambridge on Thanksgiving day by the 
score of 26 to 4 Until today, when the 
Quakers were vanquished by an overwhelm- 
ing total, the score in ‘93 had been the 
largest in all the eight years of the strug- 
gles between the two universities, and the 
other games from ’93 to date have been rea-. 
sonably close, with Pennsylvania scoring 
consecutive victories from 1894 to 1897, in- 
clusive. 

Quakers Never in the Game. 

The Quakers were not only outplayed at 
every point today, but were outclassed from 
the time the referee’s whistle denoted the 
start of the game until the end of the seventy 
minutes’ pregnant’ with so much disaster 
to the red and blue. 

For just a few minutes at the start it looked 
as though Pennsylvania was at least going 
to make things interesting for Harvard. A 
fumble on the part of the Cambridge men 
gave the Quakers the ball within four yards 
of the Crimson goal, but they promptly lost 
it again on another fumble, and when the 
Harvard goal again was threatened Penn- 
sylvania accepted what seemed :a chance to 
score by trying the quarter back kick, on 
which the Cambridge team easily got the 
ball 

In the first half Pennsylvania earned just 
three first downs on straight rushes. In the 

ond she gained two more. 

The new'play which the coach of the Penn- 
sylvania team said would eventually revolu- 
tionize football was tried perhaps half a 
dozen times and failed utterly to gain against 
the Cambridge team. There was nothing 
new or wonderful about it. It. consisted in 
sending the runner into the line ahead of the 
interference and at the moment he struck the 
line instead’ of attempting to dash straight 
through he was whirled around by his in- 
The ome has a tendency to deceive the 
opposing team as to the position of the ball, 
amd the runner, by being whirled as he 
strikes the line, often has an excellent op- 
portunity to pass it to another player. 

In the kicking department the honors were 
nearly even between Putnam and Reynolds. 
In the second half, when Mifflin was sub- 
stituted for Putnam, the Pennsylvania kick- 
er had the advantage. : 

Harvard made her telling gains largely by 
means of the tackle back formation, in 
which Blagden, Cutts, and Graydon took the 
ball for tremendous plunges through the 
Quaker line. Graydon was easily the star 
for the Harvard team, and five of the crim- 
son’s six touchdowns were made by him. 


Harvard Takes West Goal. 
Harvard won the toss and took the wes 
goal, with the wind slightly in her favor.

Harvard's attack was now gaining stead- 
ily through the Pennsylvania line, and the 
ball was taken steadily down the field on 
short gains, ranging from three to seven 
yards for a touchdown. Just twelve minutes 
after play had begun Cutts kicked goal, and 
the score stood, Harvard 6, Pennsylvania a 

Reynolds kicked off to Barnard at Har 
vard'’s twenty-four-yard line, and again the 
crimson team started to hammer her tackle 
back formation through the Pennsylvania 
line for a touchdown. It took just, a dozen 
plays to carry the ball over the line. Cutts 
kicked an easy goal. Score, 12, 
Pennsylvania 0.

Reynolds kicked off to Marshall on Har 
vard's eighteen-yard line, and it looked as if 
Harvard would again rush the ball over the 
goal line without forfeiting possession, but 
when she had reached her fifty-yard mark 
Cambridge was found holding, and the ball 
went to the red and blue. 


Whirligig Play Is a Failure. 

Davidson tried the new whirligig. play for

CHAMPAIGN ELEVEN TEARS 
THROUGH HAWKEYE LINE. 


Losers Say Holt’s Charges Play Faster 
Ball than Minnesota — First Defeat 
Since 1898 on an Iowa Field—Stahl 
Proves a Tower of Strength and 
Plows Through for Big Gains—Fair- 

weather Runs Fifty Yards from a 
Kickoff—Tandem Quickly Solved, 


‘ Iowa City, Ia., Nov. 9.—[Special.]—The old 
gold of Iowa was dragged in the dust today 
and the old gold and purple of Illinois now 
floats proudly over the Iowa gridiron. The 


score was 27 to 0. 


The Hawkeyes were simply slaughtered by 
the men from Champaign, who played by 
far the finest football seen at Athletic Park 
in three seasons, and for the first time since 
1898 the locals were defeated on their own 
grounds. Illinois outplayed Iowa at every 
point, presenting a bold front to practically 
every play Iowa could devise, while fhe 
Hawkeyes were helpless in the face of the 
terrific line smashing of the Suckers. : 

The game was more than a surprise to 
the Iowans It was a fearful shock. The 
eleven visitors played together like a single 
man, and the unified action of the men re- 
minded Hawkeye rooters of the clock-like 
team work that butchered the Ulinois men 
in the years gone by. The Illini’s revenge 
for past defeats was thorough and complete. 
They battered Iowa’s line, plunged through 
the center, hurdled over masses of men, and 
made dashes between ends and tackles for 


all sorts of gains. 


Iowa’s Tandem Easily Stopped. 


Iowa’s tandem plays gained a few yards 
now and then, and the mags on tackles that 
accomplished so much against Knox was of 
use once in awhile. Asa rule, however, the 
home eleven secured the ball on fumbles or 
on the kickoff, only to lose on downa The 
guards-back play of lowa was balked con- 
tinually by the splendid work of the visiting 
guards in breaking up the interference. The |. 
lllinols guards were also used effectively 
in carrying the ball, for they started from 
their positions with ten-second speed and 
shot through Iowa’s line repeatedly. Late 
in the game lowa discovered that its only 
chance for good gains was to attack the 
right end of Illinois’ line, and even that play 
was not used until too late to result in-e 


touchdown. 


The most formidable man of the Suckers 
was the mighty Stahl. He was everywherein 
the game. He carried the ball for yard upon 
yard, made tackles, bloeked hurdles, and act- 
ed as a stone Wall, as occasion demanded: His 
freshman mate, Right Guard Falrweathef, 
‘was a skillful'imitator df the veteran at left. 
Fairweather’s dash of fifty yards through 
the whole lowa eleven on returning a punt 
was a spectacular performance. Coons, sub- 
stitute half, once dragged five lowa men over 
five white lines before he could be downed. 
These feature plays seemed to be in absolute 
defiance of tackling,..but Illinois did not 
reciprocate. Its tackles were finely made. 


Lowenthal Strong at Center. 

Lowenthal at center played a fine game in 
that respect. Besides filling the ordinary 
duties of center, he downed many Jowans by 
low tackling. Stahi and»Fairweather, too, 
were not alone tn ground gaining, for Huf- 
toon, Brundage, and Captain Lindgren were 
used with . irresistible effect.

THINK GLASS IS INELIGIBLE. 


Princeton Will Not Protest Yalg’s Crack 
Guard, but Believes He Should 


™ Princeton, N. J., Nov. 9.—[{Spectal 
management of thé Princeton football team 
says tips from New Haven have misrepre- 
sented the stand which it has taken in re- 
gard to the eligibility of Edgar T. Glass of 
the Yale-eleven. The current issue of the 
‘alumni weekly contains a statement by 
Manager Gordon, presenting Princeton's po- 
sition. He says a conference was held sey- 
eral weeks ago between representatives of 
Yale and Princeton in regard to the status 
rof Glass. This meeting, he asserts, occurred 
lat Yale’s request and at that time the rules 
ofboth universities concerning the case were 
considered. 
“ The Princeton representatives,” Manager 
Gordon continues, “ gave Yale an assurance 
that Glass would not be protested; but they 
did not admit that Glass was eligible to 
play in the Yale-Princeton game. Granting 
that the Yale men misinterpreted the state- 
ment made by Princeton's representatives 
at this conference, at a later date Prince- 
ton’s position was explained at length to 
Yale and in a mapner that did not permit 
of a misunderstanding.” 
- §t is evidentethat Yale, if it plays Glass, 
“witt do so in the face of the fact that it has 
not convinced Princeton of his eligibility. 
Princeton will not protest Glass because the 
'guthorities here say Princeton is out of the 
protesting business, they believe in allow- 
ing every university the right of interpreting 
its own eligibility rules, but when Yale ad- 
| mits that Glase is not eligible according to 
the letter of their. rule Princeton men do 
net see how the New Haven men can cop

Deed Shows Hibbard, Spencer, Bartlett

Marian De Vey, who is known profession- 
ally as La Paloma, the skirt dancing aero- 
naut of the La Thoma Ballooning company, 
is said to be able to exercise more control 
of her pgrachute than any other aeronaut. 
While making an ascent at Hannibal, Mo., 
last summer the hot air of the balloon sud- 
denly cooled, and she found she was drop- 
ping ‘straight down into the middle of the 
Mississippf River.

Extinguish Fires. Without Wate 
_ Rapid-Firing Machine Guns to Throw Chemicals. | 


APID firing. machine guns instead of 
steam fire engines, and extinguishing 
*» powder in the place of water may soon 
mark the advance of the fire depart- 
ments of the world in their methods 

of fighting fires. 

Before the century is a year older modernly 
adapted and applied artillery may have begun 
to supersede the steam fire engine and ils 
appurtenances in New York, Chicago, Phila- 
delphia, and other large cities of this country 
and Europe. Human ingenuity has virtually 
already worked out this new problem of con- 
verting the engines of warfare to this novel 
and more peaceful function of battling with 
flames. It is said to be feasible, practical, 
and its realization is almost at hand. 

More than half the problem has already 
been worked out by a New York man, who is 
now manufacturing, under government 
patent, a chemical extinguishing powder by 
a secret formula. He has also worked out the 
principle of molding this powder into balls 
of any size and of constructing them in a way 
that will make them explode when shot in 
contact with a burning building. This much 
accomplished, he, together with others in 
New York, Philadelphia, and Chicago, has 
employed some of the most eminent me- 
chanical engineers and gunmakers in the 
country to fashion a machine gun for throw- 
ing the balis in question on and into buildings 
as high as thirty stories. In fact, several in- 
yentions to accomplish this purpose have al- 
ready been made and patented, but the pro- 
moters are not yet quite satisfied with the 
results obtained. That a modernly adjusted 
and prectical gun will be evolved for fire 
fighting. however, there is not the slightest 
question. 


Behind the enterprise is more than enough 
capital to exploit it successfully. It is be- 
ing worked out quietly, though a year has 
already been spent, chiefly in experiment- 


far but the merest outlines of the great 
purpose of the promoters have leaked out 
to the public. They are guarding their se- 
cret, and will continue to do so until every- 
thing is petfected. and in readiness to spring 
upon the world. It fs only recently that one 
of the most eminent expert mechanical en- 
gineers of Chicago was asked,and agreed to 
take up the work of perfecting a suitabie and 
practical machine gun to supersede the fire 
engine in the function of doing battle with 
fires. 

Instead of the roaring and sputtering fire 
engines stationed about a big fire, throwing 
thousands of gallons of water a minute in 
many streams to a height of 200 feet or

Twenty or more 
rapid firing machine guns, propelled and op- 
erated by electricity, and a detail of fire- 
men gunners are shooting extinguishing 
chemical powder balls into the windows and 
on top of the building. The balls explode on 
contact, disseminate over the blaze zone, and 
drop like a sheet over the flames, smothering 
and snuffing them out like a breath directed 
against a candle light. There will be little 
chance for the fire to gain headway, so ef- 
fectivély will this pulverized powder ac- 
complish its purpose. The noise from the de- 
tonating guns will have been reduced to a 
minimum less than that incident to the fir- 
ing of an ordinary pistol of small caliber. 

->- 

The powder, which is now being used ina 

small measure for the same purpose as it is 
proposed to use it on a greater scale, is made 
of chemical with a charcoal, as harmless to 
breathe as the impurities that now pervade 
the atmosphere. In fact, those who have ex- 
perimented with it and tested it say that its 
effect upon the air is to purify it, as char- 
coal does water drained through it. The 
modern fire machine’ gun will be mounted 
upon pneumatic tired wheels, supporting a 
carriage, and, instead of the lumbering noise 
of the fire @ngire arid the like over cobble- 
stone pavements and car tracks, which is 
familiar to the average citizen, fire runs will 
be made with such noiseless ease that one 
will hardly know that there is a fire fn his 
neighborhood, save by the clanging bells of 
-the rushing artillery apparatus.

But a boat is a precious thing to 
Larry, be it his own boat or that of another, 
and he struggled manfully to beach his little 
dory before it should pound itself to pieces 
on the shore. And, ten minutes after he hati 


made ready for the effort, half the yacht-. 


owners and amateur sailors of Hyde Park 
had hurried to his assistance. Much of that 
evening and the next day was passed by 
these same yacht owners and sallors in swim- 
ming and struggling to save boats other 
‘than their own. 


Damage to House Boats. 


The newly built houseboat which had been 
moored at the foot of Fifty-fifth street 
came ashore next and staved in its sides on 
the pier. Once more individuals quite dis- 
interested save in the cause of humanity and 
comradeship made haste to the boat owners’ 
assistance. The boat furniture was passed 
out in a hurry, not a bit of it being lost. Next 
morning it was discovered that a number of 
pretty boats in the same harbor were pound- 
ing and fighting for life on the beach. A 
couple of young women have joyed ali sum- 
mer in partial ownership of one of these ves- 
sels. In the fear that they might lose the 
precious boat these young women—lost their 
heads. 

Seizing any loose and available rope man- 

fully they pulled themselves off their feet 
in the tossing waters again and again. One 
of them, diving intoa submerged cabin, made 
a noble, herculean effort, and rescued—an 
empty cracker box. The other, not to be out- 
done in, determined heroism, mttde the dive 
also and brought out the small hammock 
used for holding clothing. The moist shiver- 
ing resultant from these exertions was kept. 
at bay with the aid of a small vial of anemic 
whisky and water, much diluted and pale. 
The longshoremen assisting in the salva- 
tion of the boat received the vial graciously 
when offered it, but passed it along, untasted, 
in respectful silence. Late that night, when 
all the wrecked boats had been beached and 
secured from further damage, and when the 
waves had subsided sufficiently to allow of re- 
mooring the big boat which had dragged its 
two heavy anchors more than 200 feet, the 
fishermen told, in hushed murmurs, of that 
wonderful cracker box rescue. But the young 
woman, glad in the knowledge that the cher- 
ished boat had been saved by their efforts, 
were sleeping the sleep of the just—and prob- 
ably of the pneumonic—long before there was 
leisure for story telling.

Many Colonies of Fishermen. 


- Nearly all the harbors along the lake shore 
of Chicago are colonized continually by fresh 


and ever changing bands of fishermen. A 


few of these skilled fishers, such as Larry 
Paulinski and the Twenty-second street her- 
mit who has built for himself a strange habi- 


depressing to the s 


tation with a genuine “‘ dug out "’ for the first 
story, live on the shores and earn a good 
living by fishing year in and year out. But, 
in the main, the hardships and exposure of 
the life sufficiently offset its wild and unre- 
stricted freedom to send men out of it, ill or 
disgusted, at the end of the second summer. 
For every recurring day, fine or stormy, rain 
or sunshine, the nets must be lowered and 
wound up again, the lines set and relieved of 
their “‘ catches,”’ fishing trips be taken out 
beyond the shallow water. And the process 
of fish gathering is not always as easy and 
enjoyable to carry on as it is picturesque to 
watch from the shore. 

There is no prettier, no more peaceful sight, 
perhaps, than that which is furnished by the 
graceful boat which comes slipping in, on the 
edge of the wind; when the water is like glass 
and the moonlight like silver; the rose flushed 
sails which make lovely the dawning are 


wondrous fair to see also. But the work of 


moonlight and dawn is alike arduous, and the 
veil of shimmering, silver rain, or the curtains 
of impalpable but soul chilling gray fog 
through which the fishing boats look so 
charmingly unreal and shadowy, are both 
pirits and physical vitality 
of the fishers. Also, for one such fish as the 
200-pound sturgeon caught off the South Chi- 
cago shore by ‘“‘ Larry’”’ a few weeks ago, 
there are many days when, like the fishers 
of Biblical fame, the men in the fishing boats 
beat shoreward, in the morning twilight, to 
report that they have “toiled all night and 
taken nothing.’”” And the wintry days of 
frost shining pliers and breakwaters, frost- 
bound nets and tackle, and frost chains of 
every kind to be broken before the fish can be 
secured, are the hardest, most trying of all, 
Still the fishermen love the life as long as 


 théir health stands it, and they are wont to 


look upon themselves as the aristocracy of 
the shores.

States as a Pottawatomie woman, which she 
was in fact. The name given the village— 
Wilmette—originates from the phonetft 
spelling of the French name.” 


First Grant a Bribe. 


The story of Antoine Ouilmette, which fol- 
lows, is especially interesting, and in it 
emphasis is laid upon the fact that after. 
the massacre of Fort Dearborn Ouilmette 
was the only white resident of Chicago be- 
tween the years 1812 and 1816. He and his 
had been friends to the whites, and in 1825 
he was the principal taxpayer of Chicago, 
paying $4 upon a valuation of $400. His 
name was on the pollbook at the Chicago 
election of Aug. 7, 1826, and on that occasion 
it is recorded that Ouilmette voted for John 
Quincy Adams for President of the United 
States. Of the Ouilmette reservation, how- 
over, Mr. Grover says bluntly: 

‘“‘That the two sections of land constitut- 


its origina] owner. Archange 


says, ‘the subject of much solicitude and in- 
vestigation, not entirely for historical pur- 
poses, but more especially that the white 
man might know that he had a good white 
man's title to. the Indian's land.” 

“ ‘The reservation,” he says, “ consisted of 
two sections, or 1,280 acres of land. The 
southern boundary was Central street, or a 
line due west from the lighthouse; the east- 
ern boundary the lake, the northern bound- 
ary a little south of Kenilworth, and the 
western boundary 2 little west of the west- 
ern terminus of the present street car line 
on Central. street. From which it will be 
seen that some 300 acres falls within . the 
city limits of Evanston, while the remainder 
ihcludes almost the whole of our nearest 
neighbor on the north—the Village of Wil- 
mette. The reservation took its name from 
Ouilmetta wife 


ing the Ouilmette reservation were given to 
Quilmette’s wife and children as a bribe for 
the husband's influence in securing the ex- 
ecution of the treaty of Prairie du Chien is 
more than probable.” 

This treaty, incidentally, ceded the lake 
front from Kenilworth to Rogers Park, in- 
cluding Wilmette, Evanston, ané other lands 
to the west of them. 

After the death of Ouilmette’s widow at 
Council Bluffs, in 1840, a special sale of the 
tract was ordered from Washington in favor 
of the seven surviving children of the pair. 
Of this sale Mr. Grover says: 

“The south half of the reservation, in- 
cluding all that is in Evanston—@40 acres— 
sold for $1,000, or a little over $1.50 an acre. 
The north section was sold in parcels for a 
larxmer sum The tends to 


show that the seven Oullmette children car- 
ried their money home with them, but as 
the special Indian agent had no compensa- 
tion from the government and there were 
several lawyers engaged in the transaction, 
the amount that the Indians carried back to 
Council Bluffs can be better imagined than 
described.”’ | 


Indian Battie Ground. 


Under the subheading of “‘ Data Gathered 
from Old Settlers,”’ Mr. Grover tells some 
interesting stories and touches upon some of 
the geographical points of interest in Evans- 
ton. He says: 

* There ts goed reason to believe that near 
the intersection of Ridge boulevard and Lin- 
coln street there was an interesting battle 
so long ago that no date can be fixed. There 
was for many years a mound which Mr. 
James Carney locates a little southwest of 
the St. Paul railway viaduct, that so at- 
tracted the attention of old settlers—who 
called it the Indian mound—that Joel Steb- 
bins, Paul Pratt, and James Colvin, some 
fifty years ago and more, dug into it and 
found quite a collection of war implements 
and skeletons. This may ~ have been the 
burial place of the fallen warriors of the 
Sacs and Foxes in some ancient battle, for 
in later times they have been known to adopt 
the plan of burying their dead after a battle 
in a single grave and marking the place by 
such a mound.”’ : 


Where Indian Viliage Stood. 


Mr. Grover has discovered also that “im- 
mediately north of Sheridan road, where it 
turns to the west, two or three blocks north 
of the lighthouse, fronting the lake shore, and 
on the p y belonging to Charles Deer- 
ing, was an Indian village consisting of fif- 
teen or twenty wigwams. It must have been 


quite a permanent place of abode, for they 
had a cornfield there, and the mounds show- 
ing where the corn grew in rows can yet be 
seen. Mr. James Carney visited this village 
when a small boy and has a vivid recollec- 
tion of the wigwams built of rushes and 
mats; the Indians, their squaws, the chil- 
dren, the dogs; and. especially of five or six 
of the Indians, who followed him home after 
one of his visits to secure a certain black 
pup, to which they had taken a fancy, and 
which Mrs. Carney, his mother, gave them, 
much to his disappointment, for he, too, was 
fond of the dog. This was done while Mr. 
Carney was hiding in a haystack back of 


the house.”’ 


Benjamin F. Hill, who went to Evanston 
in 1836, is referred to by Mr. Grover as the 
*“ oldest Evanston settler living.”” He tells 
of a talk with Mr. Hill, in which he recalled 
that Evanston’s site was such an assembling 
place for the various Indian tribes because 
of the lake shore, there being such a feeding 
ground for deer. 


Ridge an Ancient Highwa y. 


“On each side of the ridge,”’ he says, “ and 
close to it, were two Indian trails where the 
Indians traveled north and south. One 
was about where Ridge avenue now is, and 
the other in the neighborhood of Asbury 
avenue, or perhaps a little west of that. 
These trails were so much used that the. 
paths were worn more than a foot into the 
ground, showing that these trails had been 
used for many years.”’ 

Further Mr. Hill says: “ There was an In- 
dian burying-gorund following the general 
line of Sheridan road from near the present 
location of the Evanston Hospital north te

why do we put salt in our meat? Is it merely 
a matter of taste?” 

The physician's reply, which was voted 
better than gossip even by the women, de- 
veloped into something of a lecture or an 
answer-to-queries talk. This is some of it: 

Why do we take sait with meat, and more 


. with mutton than with beef, with pheasant 


than with partridge, with rabbit than with 
hare, with whiting than with mackerel? 
Well, there are two chief salts in our flesh 
and blood. and the supply has to be kept up. 
These are potassium salts and sodium salts. 
There is sufficient of the former in the food 
we eat, but not of the lafter. We therefore 
have to add the sodium salts in the form of 
common salt; which is sodium chloride. 
Another. reason why we eat common salt 
is that a certain quantity of hydrochloric 
acid is needed by the stomach for the pur- 
the 
microbes we swallow. This acid is manu- 
factured in the stomach from hydrogen and 
the chlorine of the salt. We take more 
with some kinds of meat than with. others 
a some naturally contain less than

Why do we take vinegar with salad and 
sometimes with cabbage? 

Raw vegetables are easily enough digested 
. by cows and horses, but with great difficulty 
by the human stomach, because they con- 
tain the hard, fibrous substance—cellulose. 
Cabbage contains such a quantity of this 
stuff that, even when boiled, it is almost 
quite indigestible... You will probably never 
meet a cabbage eater who does not com- 
plain of dyspepsia. But acids dissolve cellu- 
lose. and vinegar is an acid. That is why we 
take it with salad and cabbage: and doubt- 
less that is why it tastes so well, for the 
palate is an excellent judge of what is good 
for the stomach. Oil or cream is added for 
the good reasen that it protects the 
ttomach from the biting acid. 

Some people take butter with porridge, 
fome take sugar, some take milk, and some 
take buttermilk. The two latter classes alone 
are gastronomically wise.

“genous and a certain quantity of carbona- 


ceous foods. The porridge does not centain 
sufficient of the former, and the deficiency 
is admirably supplied by skimmed milk vor 
buttermilk. Sugar and butter are useless for 
the purpose. But the butter is wanted, tov, 
to a small extent, for neither the porridge 
nor the skimmed milk has enough fat. The 
best of all ways to take porridge, and by far 
the nicést when you get used to it, is to boil 
— oatmeal in buttermilk and eat it with 
am.

common sailor.to commissioned officer 

in the United States navy, the chasm 

that separates the graduates of An- 

napolis from those of Coaster’s Island 
has been bridged for the first time under 
the new law allowing warrant officers to 
secure commissions through examination, by 
Ensign Francis Martin. 

He is Ensign Martin now, but a short time 
ago he was Gunner Martin, who barely came 
through the Santia fight with his life, 
serving on the Texas. Before that he was a 
common sailor, and before that an appren- 
tice, in which capacity he entered the navy 
in April, 1884. + 


In all the’broad démocracy of América the 
navy has been looked upon for many years 
as the one service or profession in which 
the man with a poor start could never hope 
to reach the top.. Only those fortunate 
enough to secure entrance to Annapolis could 


Fi forecastle to wardroom, from 


of fleets. And as they were thus set apart 
in possibilities, they set themselves apart 
also in social life and formed an aristocracy 
to which the best of men, be he only a war- 
gant officer, could never secure admittance. 
A veteran of 50 who had won laurels in the 
lowem Service was still beneath a stripling 
just from the academy. 

This Congress has aftempted to end by a 
new law, and Gunner Martin, who for years 
had studied and hoped for just such an op- 
portunity, and who lacked but a little of 
the maximtim number of years a man could.

In reference to intelligence and character 
of the Chinese must be mentioned a willing- 
ness to work, patience, perseverance, frugal- 
ity, economy, temperance, patriotism, love 
and respect for parents and ancestors, a de- 
sire for knowledge, and a fervent adoration 
of ancient customs and habits. Among the 
faults must be enumerated a 
morbid desire for money, egotism, and opium 
sthoking. Gambling is a natural vice. Ths 
Chinese have no fear of death, a virtue that 
makes them good soMiers provided they have 
confidencé in their leader. 

In memory and aptitude to learn they are 
on par With the Europeans. They are good 
mathematicians, but are not accurate in the 
sciences. As business-men they excel every- 
where. China is a great country and its peo- 
ple are well adapted for the coming civiliza- 
tion. By nature and limited education the 

inaman makes a good law-abiding citizen. 
Until now the contempt for foreigners and 
foreign literature and progress has created 
in China a destructive scholasticism. They 
follow blindly the teachings of their class‘cal 
authors of hundreds of years ago, whose 
views they cofitinue to regard as infallible 
and regard with suspicion anything and 
everything that does not harmonize with the 
teachings and practices of their ancestors. 

A familiarity with the teachings of these 
ancient authors is the requirement that 
evéry one must meet who makes any preten- 
sion to a higher education and constitutes 
the only pathway to the most important pub- 
lie offices. Commentaries on these olf works 
are numerous and are carried down to the. 

nt time. Chinese computation of time 
and calendars date back more than 3,000 
yeats before Christ and are remarkably cor- 
rect. 


The causes of the Chinese crisis are summed 
up in the following: 1. Aggression of adja- 
cent and distant nations. 2. Opium religion. 


Missionary Efforts Cause Trouble. 


One of the principal causes of unrest in 
China has been attempts on the part of for- 
eign nations to force upon its people a new 
faith. No wonder the Chinese were made, 
suspicious of such efforts in the light of past 
experiences. Desirable as it is that the Chi- 
nese should embrace the Christian religion, 
it is not in accord with the teachings of 
Christianity to resort to the sword in accom- 
plishing this object. When Peter, the most 
zealous of the Lord's disciples, drew his 
sword in defense of his Master, hé was 
promptly rebuked, and then followed the 
great events which eulminated in the salva- 
tion of the worid. 

The Christian conquest should be one of 
peace and not of war. Itis the whispering of 
the gospel; and not the roar of cannon and 
the tumult of war that appeals to the soul. 
It is the Christ child in the cradle and the 
Savior on the cross, and not the war cry 
that can soften the hearts of heathens and 
induce them to seek salvation. ; 

The original religion of the Chinese was a 
worship of nature. They believed in the ex- 
istence of a heaven they called Ti-en as a 
seat of abstract divinity and as a place of 
happiness after death. The heavenly bodies 
and the forces in nature were deified and 
worshiped. Lightning and thunder were re- 
garded as the physical demonstration of an 


Lao-tae and Confucius originated. The 
teachings of the first, the Tao, were accepted 
by a numberof Emperors. 


Confucianism Not Religion. .... 


The doctrines of Confucius, constituting at 
present .the faith of the majority of 
Chinese people; can hardly be considered in 
the light of a religion. They constitute a 
politico-ethical system and contain views on 
or phases of religions, family, and public 

é. 

Life after death is not considered. Con- 
fucius, therefore, may rather be looked upon 
as a law-giver than the founder of a religion. 
In the year 1807 Pope Clement V. sent a 
Bishop to the Christian congregation at 
Pekin. This congregation, however, existed 
only until 1860: In the year 1552 the devout, 
earnest Xavier, a Jesuit monk, since canon- 
ized, entered China as a missionary, but was 


called to his reward in 1553 before he could — 


lay a foundation for the church he loved so 
dearly. He was followed in 1571 by M. Rug- 
gieri, and somewhat iater by M. Ricci, who 
were the real pioneers of missionary work.. 
The success of the Jesuits proveked the 
envy and-aroused the enthusiasm of other re- 
ligious orders, more especially of the Fran- 
ciscan and Dominican monks, who brought 
chargés against them before Pope Clement 
XI. Under Emperor Young-Tsching persecu- 
tion commenced, and in 1806 the mission was 
almost completely destroyed. The Protestants 
of nearly all denominations gained an early 
and have vied with each other in 
bringing the new faith within reach of al! of 
the Chinese people.

It is not surprising that a nation 
that has been under the controlling influence 
of its classical writers and teachers for 
thousands of years should be slow in adopt- 
ing a new religion from the hand of nations 
that have been greedy in gaining a commer- 
cial footing upon ite soil. 


Secret Societies Make Trouble. 


Another element of disturbance in the gov- 
enrment of China is to be found in the many 
secret societies that have originated and have 
found ready support among the credulous, 
superstitious masses of the people. The civil 
finsurrections for the last thirty years have 
been waged by these societies. Cruel in the 
extreme and fancying that punishments 
meted out to some of their number were due 
to the influence of Europeans, they turned 
on the Christians, and their persecutions have 
resulted in the massacre of hundreds of mis- 
sionaries. 

The horrors which preceded the war be- 
tween China and the allied forces was initiat- 
ed and conducted b¥ these fanatics, who had 
for their principal object the extermination 
and exclusion of foreignera. The government 
was powerless in suppressing these outrages, 
mations had to step in and 
end the atrocities of the bloodthirsty mobs, 

The recent disturbances for which China 
is now suffering. the consequénces were 
largely due to a superstitious belief among 
Chinamen that the Btropeane are in the 
habit of using the eyes and heartsof deceased 
infants for medical purposes, and the numer- 
ous deaths which occurred during an epi- 
demic only confirmed this belief.

Work of Sisters of Charity. 

That part of the religious history of China 
which concerns the Sisters of St. Vincent de 
Paul is interestine. as we find that members 
of this order were pioneers in establishing 
a-religious comm. iity of women on Chinese 
soil. The first, colony of sisters embarked 
for the Orient on Oct. 23, 1847. Twelve sis- 
ters formed the courageous party, but this 
number was lessened by the death of one at 
sea, and the death of the Superioress within 
@ month after their arrival on the prospective 
field of labor. The voyage, by way of Amer- 


_~ fea and the Pacific Ocean, lasted eight months 


and was one of great hardship to the devoted 
women who were so anxious to extend their 
work of charity to the heathen Chinese. 
Arriving at Macao on June 21, 1848, they were 
detained four years in that place by a series 
of circumstances respecting the foundation 
of their community on a firm and permanent 
foundation. After many vain eknete they 
were finally transferred to Ning-po on June 
21, 1852, and there took up the real work of 
their order. 

The sisters came and remained under the 
protection of the French navy. The labors 
of this small band of Christian women in the 
south. of China bore such good fruit that, 
directly after the proclamation of religious 
freedom in the empire, Mgr. Monly, the 
Bishop of the province, returned to France 
in quest of more sisters to establish the work 
in Pekin and Tien Tsin. His request was 
granted, and on Feb. 22, 1862, he left Paris 
with fourteen sisters to labor in the new 
and promising field. They arrived on July 
at a which was to be for

Established at Tien Tsin. 


Five sist only remained in the town 
that was to made memorable by their 
. Masscre. The rest proceeded to Pekin. The 


intention of the sisters who remained in 
Tien-Tsin was to open an orphanage for 
boys and girls, then a dispensary, and final- 
ly a hospital for the sick poor. 

Tien Tsin at that time was a dangerous 
place, and the Christians were so few that 
@ priest was sent only on an annual visit. 
It was among these conditions the sisters 
began their work of holy childhood, with its 
accompanying labors in dispensary and hos- 
pital work. 

Superstition, fanaticism, and an undying 
respect and love for old traditions make the 
Chinese a suspicious and treacherous peo- 
ple, and it was not until cholera had ravaged 
the city that the natives gained confidence 
enough to intrust their sick to the tender 
care of the sisters. The sisters, like all of 
the Europeans, were called white devils.’’ 
The success of the sisters in treating and 
taking care of the cholera patients, instead | 
of gaining a well-deserved recognition and 


“gratitude, increased the existing mistrust, as 


the Chinese attributed it to sorcery or witch- 
craft. The simple remedies employed by the 
sisters were regarded by many 4s a strange 
form of magic. 

All available space in the orphanage was 
goon occupied, and another building had to 
be purchased to take care of the motherless 
and fatherless Chinese children. In 1866 one 
of the sisters succumbed te typhus fever, 
which was then raging in the city. The same 
year the Rev. Father Chevrier joined the 
sisters and dirécted their work. The rapidly 
increasing demands on the sisters made it 
necessary to increase their number. A re- 
quest to this effect was made by their di- 
was promptly complied with. 

During their long stay among the Chinese 
in Tien Tsin, and notwithstanding the hun- 
dreds of lives saved through their faithful 
and unselfish ministrations as nurses, the 
sisters had never gained the entire confidence 
of all the people of the town. 

Persecution Precedes Tragedy. 

It is only necessary to recall the massacre 
of 1870 to substantiate this. In consequence 
of the prevailing mistrust constantly nur- 
tured by the natives the position of the sis- 
ters in 1870 became most critical, as stories 
were being circulated of the murder of Chi- 
nese children by them. The sisters were also 
accused .of tearing out the hearts afd the 
eyes of murdered to prepare their 
charms and sorceries. - 

The mistrust increased, and finally the an- 
tagdénism towards them incredsed to such an 
extent that violations of the 
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the pretext of examining the bodies were 
numerous. These outrages of the dead were 
carried on to discover if the sisters and mis- 
sionaries really tore out the eyes and hearts 
for their “‘ charm medicines.”” The French 
Consul was appealed to to prevent these des- 
ecrations, but little if anything was done by 
that official. It has been claimed that if the 
French Consul had taken decisive action to 
punish the guilty ones the horrible crimes 
these acts resulted in might have been avoid- 
ed. In the account of the horrible butchery 
of 1870 that was shown to us we find many 
instances where children were stolen by the 
natives and were either compelled to act in 
low plays or were placed in infamous houses. 

Hatred of the foreigners, and particularly 
of the sisters and clergy, became so intense 
that those poor missionaries were charged 
in most cases with the theft of children re- 
ported to the Chinese authorities, and some 
of the Chinese even went before magistrates 
— testified to the truth of these accusa- 

ne. 

About this time General Tchen-Kono- 
Joni, a rabid hater of foreigners and the 
leader of a band of 600 of the woret natives, 
came to Tien Tsin ostensibly to offer a sac- 
rifice for his adopted grandfather at the 
pagoda of San-Ko-Lin-Sin. He came se- 
cretly and on his own authority. The local 
mob was enoouraged in its atrocities 
against the sisters by this fiend and his 
military tramps. Chinese were found who 
went before the Consul and swore they had 
been given money by the missionaries and 
sisters to provide them with stolen children. 
On Monday, June 20, affairs reached a oli- 
max, when the sisters received a notice that 
the mandarins would call on the morning of 
next day to visit the house. 


Massacre of 1870. 

The next day gongs were sounded at 9 
o’clock in all parts of the city. Groups of 
angry Chinese formed here and there, on 
both sides of the river. A‘’mob stationed 
themselves in front of the mission and the 
French consulate, and stones were thrown at 
intervals against the windows. The priest 
and his assistant hastened to the yamen and 
begged them to inform the people of the re- 
sult of their visit and disperse the crazed mob 

It was at this time the French Consul for 
the first time recognized the imminent dan- 
ger. Sending for a guard for the consulate, 
adjacent to the misison, the magistrate sent 
him only three little mandarins to protect the 
consulate. He refused this professed aid 
and proceeded in person to the yamen to 
secure protection for his people. Finding he 
could not get any satisfaction he returned to 
the consulate with his secretary. They were 
attacked by the mob, and after making a 
brave defense both were killed near the en- 
trance to the consulate. The mob then en- 
tered the consulate and killed the remaining 
inmates. 

Another infuriated mob then attacked the 
mission. The two priests were killed in the 
garden connecting the mission with the con- 
Bulate. Both had their chests and bodies 
torn open, and were so disfigured as to be 
almost unrecognizable. The next victims of 
the mob, still more crazed by the sight 
of blood, were the Sisters of Charity. This 
mob was led in person by the Chinese General. 
The sisters were without protection. The 
following is a literal account of this the most 
savage massacre that has disgraced the close 
of the nineteenth century. 


Attack on the Mission. 


“At 2 o'clock the sisters, as usual, had 
their spiritual teading in the community- 
room, and at the end of the exercise the 
reader of the week made the usual conclusion, 
according to the rule, saying: ‘ God ts love, 
and he that dwelieth in love dwelleth in God, 
and God in him.’ It was then that a servant 
came to the Sister Superior and announced 
to her that from the belvedere they saw the 

es which were devouring the mission 
house and the church, Then the Sister Su- 
perior summoned all the sisters, orphans, 
and little children into the chapel, the babies 
of the creche being put into the crypt under 
the choir. 

“The sister in charge of the sacristy, 
helped by a native girl, a servant who as- 
sisted her in the office, took the monstrance 
and the cruets with the chalice, and wrapping 
them up in a‘mat ran in haste to the orphans’ 
dormitory, which was situated in front of 
the sacristy, and hid them there, where they 
were found later on from information given 
by this girl. The sisters then, on a signal 
from their superior, came out and grouped 
themselves around the tabernacle. The sis- 
ter opened it and gave holy communion to all 
her community. 

*“*Meanwhile the mob were at the gates. 
One of the first of the bandits, bearing a long 
pike, set it against the wall, scrambled onto 
the roof, and thence reached the bel- 
vedere. Following him came several others. 
Then, by a measure of prudence, they fireda 
small cannon. 

At. the same time the leaders gave by the 
sound of the drum the order to break open 
the door. The first set, who were only the 
common re dashed into the pharmacy 
and smashed al! thé bottles and pots, hoping 
to find there the eyes and hearts which they 
had been told so often were used by the sis- 
ters for medicine. Then they went on to the 
inner covert, Sister Margaret, the superior, 
who was accompanied by the virgin Cecile 
Kao, who was employed at the pharmacy- 
stood before the chapel. Totry and calm the 
intruders Sister Margaret advanced quickly 
and with perfect simplicity to the leader of 
the band and said gently: ‘What do you 
want with us? We only try¢todo all the good 
we can to your poor and sick. If you wish 
for our lives,takethem. Weare ready to die. 
But spare the children!’ 

“ The answer to these touching words was a 
cut with a large two-handed saber, which fell 

on her head and cornette and killed her on 
the spot. -These barbarians afterwards cut 
off her hands and her feet and thus mutilated 
their first yictim. During the martyrdom of 
the superior the sisters came out by the 
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tameously and quickly, some by lance 
thrusts, some by the knife, and others by 
blows of axes. Today lUttle columns of 
white marble mark the spot where each sis- 
ter fell, each bearing the name of the victim. 
Sister Andreoni was close to Sister Mar- 
garet, and was killed directly after her with 
a hatchet, then impaled and placed on the 
outer door. . 

“Sister Cluvelin was wounded at the 
south angle of the chapel and was then 
dragged to the pharmacy, of which she had 
the charge. She had a more horrible mar- 
tyrdom than the others, for while still alive 
she had her eyes and her heart torn out. 
Sister Violet was wounded a yard or two 
further on towards the north. The assassins 
dealt her so vielent a blow on the head that 
she was completely flattened. Sister Legras 
‘was literally cut in half. Sister Adam was 
struck by a lance in the region of the heart. 
Sister O'Sullivan was leaving the chapel, 
and the savages, seizing a saucepan of boll- 
ing water, threw it over her and she rushed 
to another part of the chapel, where she was 
finally knocked down and killed. Sisters 
Pavillion and Tillett, who had taken refuge 
in the crypt, were inhumanly tortured when 
their hiding place was discovered. A fire 
was made and they were roasted, the men 
holding their arms and legs. Sister Lena 
was the last victim among the sisters. She 
was under the veranda of the orphanage of 
the bigger children, and was wounded by a 
lance. Cecile, the young Chinese girl who 
saw her a few minutes before she breathed 
her last, found her leaning against the door 
of the great orphanage. She had neither 
her cornette nor her collar, and Cecile gave 
her a handkerchief to cover her bare neck.”’ 


Wonderful Devotion to Duty. 


The mutilations of the bodies of the dead 
sisters which followed the fiendish butchery 
are too horrible for description. The com- 
plete extinction of this noble band of women 
by most cowardly and atrocious murder will 
go down through ages as a sign of the glo- 
rious gift of faith that inspired them during 
life and gave them courage to meet death 
with a brave heart. When the critical mo- 
ment came and the brutal savages demanded 
their lives, they made no plea for themselves. 
Their last thoughts and their last acts were 
for the little children whose lives and souls 
they had saved. The world has had another 
and most striking illustration of the genuine 
piety, undivided devotion to duty, and un- 
paralleled unselfishness of the Sisters of 
Charity under the most trying circumstances. 

History can point to no better proof of true 
Christianity as exemplified by its greatest 
women—charity, true sense of duty, and 
childlike submissiveness to God's will. This 
is only one out of thousands of illustrations 
of what this whole order has done for the 
saving of the lives and souls of the orphans, 
the sick, and the poor. The base ingratitude, 
the horrible death meted out to these sainted 
sisters had no effect on the courage and 
devotion of their community, for as.soon as 
the news of the massacre of the ten sisters 
was made known over 300 sisters in their own 
community volunteered to take their place. 
The sisters have gone to their reward, but 
their blood, shed so willingly and heroically 
on Chinese soil, will bring fruit to the moral 
and spiritual saving of the nation. 

The work of the Sisters of Charity in China 
in providing for the orphans and in taking 
care of the sick and poor will eventually 
pave the way to civilization and Christianiza- 
tion of the Chinese.nation. The murder of 
the Minister of Germany, the butchery of 
hundreds of missionaries and their families, 
the destruction of missions and churches are 
events so fresh in the memory of the reader 
that they need not be referredtohere. They 
were all crimes committed by frenzied mobs 
fired by hatred for the foreigners. 


Chastisement Is Enough. 

China has been humiliated and has asked 
forgiveness of the foreign nations who in- 
flicted prompt punishment upon the leaders 
of the rebellious hordes. The chastised 
country will be made to pay in cash ali of 
the expenses of the allied forces that exer- 
cised justice and restored order, China cares 
nothing for the lives of the perpetrators of 
the outrages, but she is keenly sensitive con- 
cerning the payment of the generous indem- 
nities, for— 

Nothing stings more deeply than the logs of 
money.—Livius. 

And no one appreciates the force of this 
sentiment more than the Chinese, 

If China does not heed this lesson she has 
been recently taught the disintegration of 
the empire will follow asa necessary coné6e- 
quence. Ihe way out of the present dif- 
ficulty has been shown her and if she ignores 
the well-meant advice she and she alone 
will be responsible for what will follow. 
What China needs now is a strong leader 
with progressive ideas, a man of learning, 
cool judgment, and dauntless courage. 
China needs a Washington to emancipate 
her from her antique ways and inspire her 
with the spirit of progress that will re- 
establish the old empire upon a modern basis. 
It takes a man of the people, endowed with 
wisdom, foresight, and courage to command 
the confidence of the masses. The China- 
man is naturally mistrustful, and the recent 
reverses have made him more so. 


Must Follow Japan’s Example. 


China must follow the example of her 
neighbor, Japan, and elevate herself to the 
rank of a civilized nation. This can only be 
done by establishing schools, colleges, uni- 
versities, hospitais, etc., under the super- 
vision of foreign teachers. The next, and the 
most important radical change that is urgent- 
ly needed, is the organization of an army 
large enough to quell insurrections promptly 
and to defend her borders against intruders. 

The Chinese make good soldiers, provided 
they have confidence in their officers. 
was the opinion of Genera! Gordon when he 
commanded the imperial troops. China must 
again look to foreign nations to furnish mili- 
tary instructors, under whose supervision 
the army should be organised and placed

ontosaur Foun

TB t nearly complete fossil skele- 

goin brontosaur yet known to scien- 

tists has been uncovered in the Wyom- 

ing fossil beds and will soon be sent 

to Carnegie Museum, in Pittsburg. Its 

nding is the feature of the year’s work in 

the “Great Wyoming Boneyard,”’ and its 

successful removal is a triumph for its find- 

ers: The skeleton is that of an animal that 
in fe weighed not less than forty tons. 

While there were at least three parties 
in the field this year, no notable results 
were accomplished save by that sent out 
by the Carnegie Library association, in 
charge of C. W. Gilmore. Mr. Gilmore had 
three assistants, and the expedition was pro- 
vided with two teams and wagons and @ 
saddie horse, with the usual tools and sup- 

plies required in the work they were to 
engage in. The quarry, upon which a per- 
manent cabin has been built, was surveyed 

four years ago by the Carnegie people, who 
have worked it each summer since it was lo- 
cated and will continue its exploration next 
year.” 

The important discovery of this season was 
due to a heavy washout caused by a freshet 
in thé spring, which cut a deep gully across 

. the plains, leaving the sacrum and a few 
other bones of the brontosaur exposed, so 
that there was no difficulty in following the 
lead. The tops of five vertebre were ex- 
posed when the party began digging, the 
sacrum lying on its side. In fact, the bones 
were not in position, but were found in 
heaps. One of these heaps being uncov- 
ered, traces of another would be found, 
furnishing a regular line of pointers which 
greatly facilitated the search. 

~* Removal Difficult Task. 

A great deal of time with much painstak- 
img is required in exhuming the fossil re- 
mais of one of these huge animals. It is 
necessary first, with an awl, to pick away 


the dirt and concretions from the bones. 
Then each bone is given a coat of glue to 
harden it, after which a bandage of fine 
linen, spread over with a light paste, is 
wrapped around it and the whole is then 
bound with a heavier bandage, lined with 
cement. 
support and protect the bones in transit. 

The supreme value of the “ find ”’ this year 
‘Ties in the bones all belonging to one indi 
vidual brontosaur and in the skeleton being 
so nearly complete. Fully three-fourths of 
the bones of this animal were secured, in- 
cluding all of the limb bones but two, pretty 
much all of the dorsals, and more than one- 
half of the cervicals. The heaviest bone 
taken out was the sacrum, estimated to 
weigh 2,000 pounds. 

The brontosaur was an immense beast 
with a short body and exceptionally large 
and long tail and neck. The animal would 
measure seventy-five to ninety feet in 
length over all and eighteen to twenty feet 
in height when on all fours, and would have 


weighed in life from thirty to fifty tons. 


Gniy one or two larger skeletons have ever 
been uncovered, | 

The bones of Mr. Gilmore’s brontosaur 
were loaded on board the cars at Medicine 
Bow and sealed for shipment on Oct. 19. 
They completely filled a car of 80,000 pounds 
capacity, and as the flesh carried by the 
animal in life is heavy it is estimated that 
this individual brontosaur must have 
weighed about forty tons. [In life this bulk 
was supported by the surrounding water, 
from which, it is believed, the gigantic 
wader never emerged.

When it came to the shipment of the bones 
a serious question arose between the own- 
ers and the general freight department of 
the Union Pacific. The company demanded 
$1,800 for hauling the car from Medicine Bow

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to Pittsburg om the ground that in case of 
wreck and partial or total destruction of the 
skeleton the damages claimed would be enor- 
mous. In fact they would have been high 
for reasons readly to be inferred from the 
foregoing. The railroad finally proposed the 
terms of compromise, which were that it 
would haul the car to Pittsburg free of 
charge provided the owners of the bones 
would give them an absolute release from all 
responsibility from logs by wreck of fire, 
which was agreed to. 

The bone hunter works after much the 
same methdd as the mineral prospector. 
He, of course, with a khowledge of geology, 
readily identifies the different strata in 
which he mag expect to find the fossil re- 
mains of ‘whith he-is in search. He accepts 
and takes advantage of the prospector’s 
adage that a stone never drifts uphill. He 
therefore commences at the bottom of the 
hill or bluff, peering along its base for chips 
or pieces of broken bone, which are always 
found below a quarry. Having discovered 
some of these precious fragments, he begins 
to work uphill, carefully noting each new 
piece of bone, and when he reaches what he 
considers the topmost fragment he breaks 
ground there for his prospect trench. He 
now burrows into the hillside until he finds 
the formation solid and in its original condi- 
tion. These prospect trenches more often 
lead to disappointment than to success.

Hunted by Their 
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UNTING in southern Asia is not all 
the sport it has been pictured by 
British army officers and others’ who 
have learned only the lucky side of it. 
The experiences of Colonel F. T. 

Pollok, stationed at Moulmein, in Burmah, 
have just thrilled some of the sportsmen 
of Great Britain in a way not down in most 
of the literature of sport. | 

Attacked and almost routed by a mad ele- 
phant at the outset, the whole party is badly 
scorched in a jungle fire, only to be upset 
from a raft by a rhinoceros and lose one 
member of the party in the jaws of a man- 
eating crocodile. 

Colonel Pollok, Colonel Taynton, Lieuten- 
ant Berdmore of the artillery. and two plant- 
ers named Thornton and O’Riley were the 
white members of the shooting party which 
left Mergui in May. riding upon the backs 
of two elephants and taking across the jungle 
country. At this season, before the rains, 
the Jungle was as dry ae tinder, and as the 
elephants broke through It, one following the 
other, the heat and dust were indescribable. 

It was a tiger country, and as the hunters 
rode on through the snapping jungle growth, 
Colonel Taynton leading. it was remarked 
elephants were uneasy. The 
mahouts hed all they could do to urge the 
beasts on. They were plodding along siowly 
when, without the least warning, a shrill 
scream sounded, there was a tremendous 
rush, and Taynton’s elephant was bowled 
over like a ninepin, while Pollok's beast 
whirled and charged back along the path by 
which he had come.

“The manchot is not brainy, but he is 
more civflized than the crabs, because he set- 
tles. in permanent towns. His cities are as- 
tonishing!y malodorous, as he has not yet 

‘mastered the problems of hygienic sanita- 
tion. And-they are as noisy as a mob at 
election time. We first came into contact 
with them by the odors wafted to our vessel 
by the winds and the sound of shriek- 
ing cries of “‘ Kaah, Kaah,” in a furious 
chorus. I disembarked to find out what was 
doing and soon was in the pregence of a 
multitude of birdlike creatures about two 
feet high, each with a slight dark line curved 
about his cheek like the curling mustache 
of a musketeer, which gives him a quarrel- 
some appearance strikingly in accord with 
his disposition. This is the birthmark of the 
noisy variety of manchots. 

“I was received with a tempest of vehe- 
ment apostrophies and indignant exclama- 
tions. which left no doubt as to the unfavora- 

- bie impression made upon the birds at my ap- 
pearance. I thought that in time they would 
subside, so quietly took a seat at a little dis- 
tance. But my patience and amiability were 
éxpended at a total loss. All the manchots 
turned toward me, their plumes bristling, 

‘their long beaks open to pour out an endless 
stream of words which, I should judge by 
their tone, were gravely maledictory, but 
which happily I did not understand, inas- 
much as our philologists have not yet com- 
piled a4 manchot dictionary. So I beat a re- 
treat and inspected their village in conceal- 
ment. This was laid out upon a sloping

“The home was a simple round area with 


a floor of earth and walled in with pebbles 
“mixed with bones of ancestral Manchots, 
which the practical minds of the birds do 
not hesitats to utilize in their own interests, 
The walls are undoubtedly intended to pre-. 
vent the eggs-from rolling away and 
broken. The children are covered wit 
down and are little rolypolies with bulging 
stomachs, which almost drop on the floor, 
quite concealing their feet. They hop about 
the nest, rolling tufts of gray wool here and 
there in play, while the parents watch them 
solicitously from outside. The father and 
mother take turns in going after food, while 
the other keeps a vigil over the ehildren, 
who are never allowed to leave the paterne! 
roof. Around each nest there is a ring, which 
forms its boundary line and becomes the 
source of innumerable disputes among the 
respective proprietors. For if one Manchot 
places his foot on the property of another 
fellow-citizen the latter immediately pro- 
tests with violence; the dispute soon degen- 
erates into a bodily combat, in which 
principals are often augmented by a third 
or a fourth, who, with bodies bent forw 
and feathers’ stiffened, cry out with 
loudest anathemas, like so many 
calling into question the freshness of each 


other’s merchandise. Such were the sounds 


that were transported to our ship. 


“There is a second variety of Manchots, who 
are a sort of Quaker people, except in the 
matter of dress, which is rather sumptuous. 


They have the conventional mantle of spot: 


ted biue, while their breasts shine always 
with the immaculately white plastron, which 
fairly reflects the sunlight: their black heads 
are adorned with white diadems, their feet 
are a fine scarlet. As soon as I drew near 
them I realized their pacific nature. If they 
were not sympathetic they were at least in- 
different. As soon as their first natural 
curiosity as to my presence was satisfied and 
they observed me sitting in their midst tran- 
quilly they turned away to occupy them- 
selves with their own affairs. 


Schools Among the Manchots.- -

The present work, 
which by the process of chromophotogtaphy 
has been made avatiabie In exact detail for 
every leading library in the world, is that 
known as the Coder Fejervaty-Marer, 
which is among the treasures of the Free 
Public Museum of Liverpool. 

The Duke de Loubat {8 one of the most en- 
thusiastic students of the history and litera- 
tute of the early inhabitants of Mexico and 
Central Ametica as they are brought down 
to us by hierogiyphies, ruins, and ancient 
manuscripts. He has spated no expense in 
collecting the manuscripts, founded a ehair 
at the Universtty of Berlin for their study, 
has led expeditions to the former home of 


the Montesumas, and has unearthed rare 
afeasures: But perhaps greater than his 
contributions in this way has been his work 
in publishing the old manuscripts. 

With the modern facilities for color print- 
ing eStabliched at the National Library in 
Paris he has secured the loan of aj! the 
knotn documents from other Huropean 
trafies, photographed them, and distrib- 
uted them to the lending libraries of the two 
Ameticas, Burope, and Japan. all at Ais vwn 
expense. 

Among the discoveries which are expected 
to lead to developments from these hitherto 
little understood matiuscripts is that they 
should be read from right to left, instead of 
jeft to fight. as we read. Professet Edward 
Beler, who holds the chair at Berlin founded 
by M. de Loubat, will edit the newly pub- 
ished Codex Mayer. The new publication 
giffers materially, as do all of M. de Loubat's 
works, ffom those made by Kingsborough.

But when pho- 
tograph after photograph was taken of the 
same object, when the plates were varied, 
avhen reflecting telescopes as well as refac- 
tors were used in taking the pictures, and 
when the same result appeared every time, 
it was no longer possible to doubt its ex- 
istence. The mighty nebula in the Pleiades 
has now to be reckoned as a well established 
feature in the heavens, even although no one 
has ever seen it. It belongs emphatically to 
the invisible universe.

In-some ways also we have been able to 
confirm by direct evidence the existence of 
Gark but mighty stars, though, as I have al- 
ready pointed out, it seems to be impossible ! 
from the nature of the case ever to bring ~- 
tiem within the range of actual vision. But 
though the dark star is not to be seen, yet 
its presence can be indirectly manifested in 
certain. cases. The necessary conditions 
under which alone it is possible to do this 
are extremely rare, a fact which perhaps 
makes such cases all the more interesting 
whenever they do occur. I now refer par- 
ticularly to the far-famed star named Algol 
which Hes in the constellation Perseus. It 
has been known for centuries that Algol 
changes its brightness in a somewhat mys- 
terious manner. Under ordinary circum- 
stances it can be seen nightly as a star of 
the second magnitude. But presently it 
undergoes a remarkable change. After two 
or three days of,apparent constancy its light 
begins to decline. From being a star of the 
second magnitude Algol declines until it be- 
comes a star of no more than the fourth 
magnitude. Three or four hours are occu- 
pied in this transformation. When the 
brightness has sunk to the lowest point the

star’s apparent magnitude remains fixed for 
twenty minutes, after which it again begins 
to brighten up, so that in a little more than 
three hours—that is to say, about seven hours 
after the cycle of change has commenced— 


tude. At this brightness it remains for an- 
other two or three days, when the same cycle 
of changes again recurs. '

of the phenomena of Algol. It now appears 
that the bright star is a sunlike body, and 
that round this sunlike body a dark star re- 
volves. It so happens that the plane in which 
this dark star moves comes close to the ob- 
server’s eye, and hence, in the course of each 
revolution, the dark object comes between 
the eye and Algol and intercepts a portion of 
its Nght. Even under these circumstances 


we cannot be strictly said to see the dark : 


star. All we do see is the diminution in light 
of the bright star which has been produced 
by the interpositicn of the dark one. There 


are other circumstances which show that In 
the case of Algol we have demonstrative 
evidence of the existence of a body totally 
dark, yet comparable in magnitude and 
weight with our own sun. It should also be 
remembered by what a fortunate chance we 
have been able to learn the existence of the 
dark body. This invisible star might have 
been close to Algol. It might have been re- 
volving around Algol. All this might have 
happened without our ever having dreamed 
of its existence. For us to discover this dark 
star it was further necessary that the plane 


in which it moves should pass through the 
eye of the observer. The fact that a bédy is © 
found to fulfill these conditions suggests that 
there are in all probability a much larger 
number of bodies which do not fulfill thém 
and consequently remain invisible. Thus Ale 
gol provides another iiustration of the ase 
tonishing proposition that thé visible stars 
and other objects fn the heavens, innumera- 
ble though they doubtless are, must nevere 
theless be immensely transcended in number — 
and mass by those objects which form,the

“O, you toad! what are you adoin’ of?” 
the hostler at Mr. Bates’ rectory cried ina 
heat one morning when the horse he was har- 
nessing had misbehaved. The man was vexed 
with the beast and employed the worst name 
he could think of in addressing him. In doing 
80 he was but one of many others to take the 
toad’s name in vain as a term of revilement. 
Indeed, any one would deem it a lesser evil 
to be vituperated as a goose, a clam, a lobster, 
an uss, a monkey, in reality any poor brute 
in all the world than for an Instant to be cata- 
logued with these batrachians. 

This isin part because of the toad’s ur ques- 
tionable homeliness. Even a scientist of 
cooly impartial reputation waxes warm with 

reversion as he particularizes the anatemy 
of the small brute, denominating him the 
“most deformed and hideous of an:mals, so 
ugly that it requires a certain amount of 
resolution to view him with any Gegree of at- 
tention.”’ 

No one has happened upon hitherto unseen 
elements of beauty in the solemn vizage of 
the modest little toad, yet in view of the 
friendliness evinced by the small sons of men

feal countries. This monster attains the size 
of a gentleman’s bandbox, so may readily 
be distinguished from the millions of non- 
poisonous sorts of batrachians, and can be 
regarded as a remarkable exception to Mis 
kind. As with the serpent, the toad carries 
certain innocent means of defense against 
the foe, which are interpreted as venomous, 
He is a water carrier, and employs hydro- 
pathy as a protective aga:nst assaliants. 

The water lies in a portable rese¢ rvoir, which 
@ischarges a flowing stream whenever the 
little animal becomes alarmed. Then his 
whole body is inflated and the water is ex- 
uded from the pores. This is regarded as 
poisonous, but consists of aqua pura and is 
perfectly tasteless. There is also a milky- 
looking secretion of acrid flavor, which is 
concealed in the large glands, one on each 
side of the toad’s neck, the paratoids, and 
in smaller giands which cover his tis: body. 
This, too, is a weapon of ceferse for the ani- 
mal, and it makes him disagrecable to hold 
in the mouth of those who come seeking to 
devour him. 

When ‘the dog drops the toad from his 
mouth it is said that the toad has touched 
his tongue with poison, but this is not so. 
The canine has merely found the acrid milk 
and the fountains of water unanticipated 
and unpleasant features of his tidbit, so re- 
linquishes it. It is the same with snakes 
who are extraordinarily fond of a morsel of 


In point of fact, the toad has some advan- 
tages for human proximity over the frog, as 
he is far more agreeable to the touch than the 
latter and can bear more heat. The insuffer+ 
able odor which is accredited him by some 
Persons, even of those who otherwise would 
have no objections to approaching h'm, !s 
largely the fruit of imagination or prejudice. 
The poor little thing is not perfumed, but he 
Can be kept and handled for years without 
emitting anything whater that will affect the 
olfactory sense either pleasantly or other- 
wise. When Irritated or excited he exhales 
@ SUggestion of sulphurous fumes, but these 
are innocent and surely not iniolerable to the 
ordinary nostril. 

Another element in the causes for aversion{ 
felt for the toad is the uncleanliness of h's 
person. It is scarcely needful to offer any 
defense for his dietary when the fleshvi.o 

unscrupulous a feeder as the hcg finds favor 
inthe eyesof human epicures; as externais, 
whenever he finds himself In soiled clothes he 
prompity removes the garments in question, 
sloughing as quickly as a iootball player rids 
himself of a jersey. This is done at regular 
intervals ike any methodical housewife wiih 
her Monday for the laundress. The toad is 
in reality as clean as @ Roman after the 
standards of his kinsfoik. 

There is no toad in the world which is 

poisonous save the giant toad of the trop- 


toad for their cinnertabies. The toad is sup- 
posed to kill them if swallowed, and at least 
to eject a venomous secretion if taken into 
the'r mouths and dropped. Mr. Bates, how- 
ever, has proved by frequent experimcnta- 
tion with his own serpents and toads that 
the former can swallow the latter times with- 
out number without any need of materia 
medica or peril to their Ife. The tadpoles 
and salamanders and frogs are averred to 
suffer an evil influence if placed in the same 
water with the toad. This is a veritable 
“Thou, too, Brutus,” thrust, as if the 
friends of the persecuted animaicule had hob- 
nebbed with the glanderers. A hydropathist 
by nature and choice, the martyr toad is 
as innocent of poisonous drugs as a homeo- 
pathic hospital. And, treated like a gentle- 
man, he becomes a useful member ol socie- 
ty, even of human society. 

The entomologists, even despite their 
dread of his fangs and haired of his vin- 
dictiveness, revengeful nature, and repulsion 
towards his Falstaffian countenance, have 
long discovered his value as a trapper of 
beeties and other insects. Some of the 
rarest specimens found in collections of en- 
tomology have been obtained from the mouth 
of a toad. Persons, too, who have tamed 
toads and use them as household pets, find 
them convenient in catching files. Perched 
upon their master’s hand near the windows 


d 


they will adro!tly snap up one fly after the 
other in rapid succession. One toad was the 
member of a certain family for thirty-six 
years, becoming perfectly domesticated and 
growing familiar with all the friends of his 
owners. 

During all this period the only eign of 
vindictiveness, perhaps, rather, the nearest 
approach to the evanescent loss of an equable 
and placid frame of mind ever evidenced by 
this favorite, greatly favored batrachian, 
was in his relations with the lob worms 
which it was his delight to nibble. These 
worms were slipped into his mouth in the 
middie of their slippery bodies first, the 
extremities urged inward by his hands and 
tongue. But the worms writhed and wrig- 
gied with great marked liveliness, and 
proved a serious strain upon the good nature 
of their consumer. Maggots, flies, bees, 
wasps, slugs, occasionally newts, baby ser- 
pents, or hairless mice, a dozen full grown 
cockroaches at a single sitting were unimag- 
inable ambrosia for the feasts of the toad, 
but the delight over the lob worn was not 
unalloyed. One toad at least is known to 
history and adventure who was a genuine 
fire eater, and entertained the guests of a 
South American hotel with dinner-able dis- 
plays where the bill of fare comprised a 
series of live coals plucked from the grate. 

Hardy as must have been that toad’s 
gastronomical’ implements nor 


the othér portions of his anatomy woul@ 
have been able to cope with the supernatural 
achievements in endurance which are ate 
tributed to his race and which are perhaps 
the oddest afd most puerile of delusions ever 
fancied of anything, beast or humzn. One 
hears of toads being incased in blocks of 
stone and lumps of clay, there to live for 
centuries.
